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' G-entlemen, 
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I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  Hawarden  Rural  District  for  the  year  1956, 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimated  population  for  mid-year 
1956  is  34,990  an  increase  of  50  over  the  estimated  population 
of  34,940  in  mid  1955. 

The  birth  rate,  death  rate  and  case  rates  for  certain 
infectious  diseases  are  based  on  this  population  figure  of  34,990, 
whilst  both  birth  and  death  rates  are  corrected  by  applying  a 
comparability  factor  of  1.03  in  the  case  of  births  and  1.27  in  the 
case  of  deaths. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  in  1956  was  593,  this  being 
21  more  than  in  1955,  when  total  live  births  numbered  5r2.  The 
birth  rate  for  the  year  being  16,9  por  1,000  of  the  home  population 
as  compared  with  a birth  rate  of  16.8  in  1955  and  a rate  of  15.7 
(estimated)  for  England  and  Wales  in  1956. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  during  the  year 
Yms  397  as  compared  v/ith  321  in  1955,  an  increase  of  76.  The 
death  rate  for  1956  is  11.6  per  1,000  of  the  homo  population  as 
compared  with  a rate  for  England  and  V/ales  of  11.7  and  a rate  of 
10,7  for  the  District  in  1955. 

There  wore  17  deaths  in  infants  under  the  age  of  1 year, 

2 more  than  in  1955.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  29.7  per  1,000 
live  births  as  compared  with  a rate  of  23.8  for  England  and  Wales 
and  a rate  for  the  District  of  26,2  in  1955.  A table  analysing  the 
causes  of  infa,ntile  deaths  and  further  comments  are  embodied  in  the 
report. 

The  principle  cause  of  death  was  disease  of  the  heart  and 
circulatory  system  (17-21  inclusive  in  the  Table  - Causes  of  Death) 
which  group  of  diseases  accounted  for  178  of  the  397  deaths  which 
occurred  during  the  year,  that  is  ; 44.85^  of  all  deaths.  Cancer 
(all  forms)  accounted  for  69  of  the  397  deaths  which  is  20.2^  of 
the  total,  and  together  with  disease  of  the  heart  and  circulatory 
system  accounted  for  247  or  65.0^  of  the  total  deaths.  Last  year 
the  comparative  figures  for  these  two  groups  of  diseases  were  215 
or  66.9^  of  all  deaths.  Cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  was  the 
cause  of  16  deaths  as  compared  with  9 in  1955.  A further  note  on 
deaths  from  cancer  is  included  in  the  report, 
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Of  the  total  number  of  deaths  48,9  occuroed  in  persons  over 
the  age  of  70  years  and  40.2^  in  the  age  group  45-69  years,  so  that 
89.1^  of  the  total  deaths  occurred  in  people  over  the  age  of  45  years. 

Tuberculosis  was  the  cause  of  death  in  7 persons,  a rate  of 
0,2  ppr  1,000  of  the  population  as  compared  with  a rate  of  0,12 
for.  England  and  Wales. 

Dor  the  ninth  year  in  succession  there  were  no  deaths  from 
“diphthoria  nor  was  any  confirmed  case  notified, 

'As  regards  infectious  diseases,  scarlet  fever  cases  notif ied v/ere 
13  in  1956  compared  with  15  cases  in  1955,  whilst  1 case  of  acute ^ 
■poliomyelitis  was  notified  as  compared  with  3 cases  in  1955,  2 being 
paralytic  and  fatal.  Measles,  162  cases  shov/ed  3 more  than  last  year. 
Pneumonia  rose  from  3 to  16  of  v/hich  2 were  cases  of  influenzal 
pneumonia-  Who'^piuim  c'‘''’.ah  shewed  fa?. I si.n.'^o  1955  whon  32  ceisee. 
were  notified  as  compared  witn  I8  cases  this  year, the  lowest  so  far 
notified  since  1946.  (There  was  1 death).  Tuberculosis,  26  cases 
notified,  27  less  than  in  the  previous  year, 

126  cases  of  measles  occurred  in  the  1st  Quarter  of  the  year  a 
sharp  epidemic  affecting  the  Treuddyn  Area. 
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Housing  continued  to  occupy  the  active  interest  of  your 
Health  Department,  and  your  P^Hoalth  Inspectors  continued  their 
work  of  inspections  and  enquiries  into  the  environmental 
cirumstances  of  housing  applicants. 

To  conclude,  Gentlemen,  I thank  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  help  during  the 
year.  Your  Clerk,  lir,  L.G, Watson,  has  always  been  ready  with 
help  and  advice,  your  Surveyor,  Mr.  G.I,  Reidford,  has  co-operated 
in  every  way  and  your  Public  Health  inspectors,  Mr ,,M.E. Thomas,  and 
Mr.  W.  Williams  have  continued  their  loyal  support,  and  I wish  to 
thank  them  and  all  your  officials  for  their  continued  assistance 
during  the  year.

IIPHTHETJA. 

Piphtheria  Prophlactic  imtigen  is  issued  free  to  Medical 
Practitioners  for  the  iimunisation  of  children  in  the  area. 

Aj-1  records  relating  oo  Diphtheria  Iriiiiiunisation  are  forwarded 
by  Medical  Practitioners  or  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers  to 
the  Departroant  of  the  County  Modical  Officer  of  Health.  The 
County  Council  now  provide  for  children  to  be  protected  against 
Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  by  use  of  a combined  Antigen. 

VACCIHATIOH. 

Vaccinations  were  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  at  the  County  Council  Child  Welfare  Clinics. 

During^  the  year  no  smallpox  contacts  entered  the  area  from 
infected  ships  or  aircraft. 

CLE/ATSIHO  AND  DISINFECTION . 

During  the  year  no  demands  were  made  for  the  cleansing  of 
and  disinfestation  of  verminous  persons. 

In  all  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  death  resulting  from 
Tuberculosis  as  well  as  in  all  cases  where  it  is  considered 
advisable,  the  houses  of  the  patients  are  thoroughly  disinfected 
by  the  Public-  Health  Inspectors. 

Facilities  are  available  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  the 
steam  disinfection  of  bedding,  but  this  Hospital  is  now  under 
the  control  of  the  Nortn  Wales  Hospital  Board  with  whom  co-operation 
is  maintained.
